The peparations for the killing of 
Joseph Kemmler at Auburn during 
the week beginning June 24th are pro- 
gressing favorably. The proceedings 


they are at present arranged, will be 
as follows: On whatever morning 
shall be decided upon in the week of 
the execution, the prisoner will be 
given an opportunity, if he desires, for 


words. These over, just before the 
hour fixed for the execution, the offi- 
‘cers will enter his cell and the death 
warrant will be read. 

His shoes will then be removed and 
a pair resembling regular army bro- 
gans will be substituted. In the sole 
of these there will have been inserted 
a metal plate, covering the whole sole 
and connecting with wires passing out 
through the heels. 

THE FATAL CAP. 

While one officer is making this 
change of shoes, another will fasten 
the prisoner’s hands together in front, 


below the armpits, a stout leather 
strap with a buckle fastening it in 
front and snap hooks projecting from 
each side at the back. Another officer 
will Place upon the back of the pris- 
oner’s bead a peculiar, close-fitting 
cap, 1 of black rubber, made 
around a small metal piece in the cen- 
ter. It will lcok somewhat as if made 
by taking a rubber football and, with 
a metal cap at the hole for the center, 
cutting off the end of the ball into a 

sort of hood. The cap will fit over al- 
2 the whole of the head from the 
base of the brain to well towards the 
forehead. Iuside of it, in the center 
about the metal pieces, will be a spiral 
arrangement of copper wire about five 
inches in diameter, made to fit down 
over the part of the head that it will 
cover. he wires, just before the cap 
is placed on the person’s head, will. be 
covered with a sponge saturated with 
salt water. 

A PRELIMINARY TEST. 

While the arrangements are being 
made the prisonér will be sitting on a 
chair in his cell. This chair, not dif- 
fering apparently from an ordinary 
one, but which is being made espec- 
ially for the purpose, will be connected 
with wires leading to another room, 
and the prisoner will, without know- 
ing it, be subjected to a current of 
electricity too light to be felt, but 
heavy enough to give an expert elec- 
trician in the other room an exact 


measurement, by the use of what is 
known as the Wheatstone bridge,
